proper Foundation of the Laws, and link- 

ing thofe Laws with the very Conftiturion 

of the whole Ifland ;:that the Jealouiies and 

Fears on both tides may dye of courfe, and 
mutual Charity, Love, and.Chriftian Beha- 

viour may be fectled and encourag’d on 

both fides. 

This is the Union in general, efpecially 
as it refpetts the Church in both Nationss 
and if there are any folid Objzétions can be 
raisd agaioft tuch a Work as this, I con- 
fefs, rh-y are fuch as are hid from me, and 
as ( fhail be glad to hear from any body 
that can fp-ak Calmly and reafonably. 

That I have again and again puih’d at 
this thing, and otren repeated the Words,. 
as well as the Difcuurle about Peace and 
Union, is true; aad Ith'nk, I cannoe-do it 
too often, while there is any Ryom left to: 
fay any thing to the Purpofe apon chofe 
Heads They are Subjects never to be 
worn Thread-bare, while our unpeéaceable 
Spirits and difunited Tempers raifenew and 
daily Aninofiries. 

But whac if | have faid too much aboutit 
in one Man’s Opinion, cannot that Perfoa 
rather chufe to fay f{um-cthing more to the 
Purpofe himfelf, inftead of finding Fault? 
——IfI make Tautologies, and ralk to no 
Purpofe,he has the fame Libercy unobferv’d 
by mes perhaps in fumeother body’s Opi- 
pion as good ashis, I may yet be thought 
to {peak to the Purpofe. ;
